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Illinois Bell Reveals Telephone Rate Hike 


Judge Vacates 
ICC Ban; Firm 
Acts Suddenly 


Claims It Would 
Violate Law* If 
It Kept Old Rates 


CHICAGO — .(AP) — The 


Illinois Bell Telephone Co. has 
put in effect a new rate in- 
crease ranging from 50 cents 
to $2 a month, and the state 
is studying the move to decide 
what action it will take on the 
changes. 


Bell put the rates in effect Thurs- 


day, but announced the changes 
yesterday. The company said it 
was forced to move quickly be- 
cause Judge Charles A. O'Connor 
in Kane county circuit court had 
ruled Thursday that an Illinois 
Commerce Commission denial of 
the rate inquest was unreasonable 
and unlawful. 


Forced to Raise 


A Bell spokesman said that un- 


der state law the rate request pe- 
tition filed by Bell must be put 
into effect or the company could 
be found guilty of violating the law. 
He said the law states that once a 
rate has been established for a 
public utility, the utility cannot 
charge less than the rate set forth 
in its petition. 


The company had petitioned lor 


a rate raise last year. It estimated 
the increase would amount to 
about $22,800,000 annually, but aft- 
er taxes the company would have 
an estimated $9,650,000 to put into 
its business. 


ICC DENIES REQUEST 


The ICC denied the rate increase 


last December, but Judge O'Con- 
nor's ruling yesterday vacated the 
ICC order. Since it had asked to 
put the rate raise into effect in 
January,-and the ICC denial wa$ 
vacated, the company took the po- 
sition that it had to apply its 
established new rates or be sub- 
ject to violation of the Utilities Act. 


Walter T. Fisher, ICC chairman, 


said yesterday "the commission 
does not believe that under the law 
or Judge O'Connor's decision the 
company is free to put into effect 
the maximum rates requested. The 
attorney general and the commis- 
sion are studying the matter to 
determine appropriate action to be 
taken."

Prospects for Record Crops 
Brighten, Says V. S. Experts 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Crop production prospects have brightened 


during the past three weeks to raise government hopes that this year's 
harvest of food and fiber crops may set a record after all. 


A month ago prospects were not 


good because unfavorable weather 
had retarded spring planting. 


But a new crop survey mado by 


the Agriculture department yester- 
day said conditions have improved 
greatly and crops are now normal 
or advanced in most areas of the 
country. 


Good Wheat Crop 


A wheat crop which may be the 


second or third largest on record 
was said to be indicated. The wint- 
er wheat portion of the crop was 
forecast at 986 million bushels. An 
average spring wheat crop would 
give a total combined crop of 
about 1,293,000,000 bushels. Only 
in 1947 and 1948 were larger wheat 
crops harvested. 


But there is a chance the spring 


wheat crop may be considerably 
larger than normal. In that event, 
it would be possible for total wheat 
production to exceed the second 
largest, 1,313,000,000 produced in

V. S. Orders Clamp on Supplies 
Of Gasoline; See No Immediate 
Effect 
on Motorist for Month 


DENVER—(AP)—A government order reserving supplies of motor 


gasoline to maintain essential transportation went into effect today in 
32 Eastern and Midwestern states and District of Columbia. 


The order, issued by the Petroleum Administration for Defense 


(PAD), concerns operators of bulk gasoline plants, terminals and large 
filling stations. 


About one-half of all service sta- 


tions in the area, stretching from 
the Atlantic seaboard to Kansas 
and Oklahoma, will be involved, 
the PAD estimated. 


Latest Action 


That was the latest step resulting 


from the 11-day-old strike of re- 
finery and pipeline workers in the 
oil industry. 


Previously, steps had been taken 


to cut down on use of high-octane 
aviation gasoline in commercial, 
private and military fields. 


The new PAD order, which went 


into effect at 2:01 a.m., (CST), to- 
day, holds that supplies may not 
drop below "3,000 barrels of motor 
fuel or a quantity equal to five per 
cent of total storage 
capacity, 


whichever amount is smaller." 


The1 3,000-barrel inventory re- 


quirement for bulk plant and termi- 
nal operators is equivalent to 126,- 
000 gallons, on the basis of 42 
gallons to the barrel. 


Supplies Dwindle 


While supplies of automobile fuel 


are dwindling in^ some cities and 
voluntary rationing has been re- 
ported in a few areas, the nation 
is not expected to feel a major 
shortage of gasoline for at least 
a month. 


PAD officials said they do not 


expect the average motorist to 
feel any immediate effect of the 
late«$-«r<ler.'Fitting- stations gen 
erally maintain stocks well In ex 
cess of five per cent of their stor 
age capacity.' 


O. A. Knight, president of the

From Berlin Corridor Highway 


BERLIN—(AP)—Russian guards barrc'd regular Allied military 


patrols today from the 110-mile Autobahn carrying Allied traffic 
through the Soviet zone of Germany between Berlin and the Allied 
zones. 


Regular truck and private ve- 


hicle traffic continued to roll ahead 
as usual, with only the normai 
stack-up of truckers at each entry 
where fussy Soviet guards check 
their papers and cargoes. 


Border guards at Helmstedt, at 


the British zone end of the super- 
highway, and at Babelsberg, on 
the Berlin end, abruptly turned 
back the patrols after checking 
their papers. 


Give No Reason 


The stiff-favcd guards gave no 


reason for their action. 


"They didn't tell us our docu- 


ments were not in order," said one 
of the soldiers who was turned 
back. He said the Russians did not 
display a "tough" attitude, but 
merely handed back the papers 
and refused entry. 


The Americans and British main- 


tain the military patrols along this 
sole highway link between Berlin 
and the West as a courtesy aid to 
motorists In trouble and to keep 


them on the right road. 


Allied use of the Autoban is pre- 


scribed in four-power agreements 
just like that setting off corridors 
for air transports to follow to and 
from Berlin. 


Berlin Gets Jitters 


Traffic is not allowed to stray 


from the prescribed route, how- 
ever. 


The incident gave Berlin another 


case of Soviet Jitters^ There was 
immediate speculation whether the 
action might be a forerunner of 
more serious Soviet attitudes. 


The immediate Allied reaction 


was cautious although one British 
official said he regarded the So- 
viet move as only "another need- 
ling Job."

Careful Surface Preparation 
Secret of Successful Painting 


One of the secrets of a success- 


ful paint job is the proper prepa- 
ration of the surface to be paint- 
ed. It must be clean, smooth, and 
free from grease, oil and foreign 
matter. Old, loose paint should be 
removed. With a smooth, clean 
surface, 
even a 
beginner can 


achieve .professional results. 


If there are blisters or peeled 


spots, the surface should be scrap- 
ed with a putty knife or wire brush 
and the edges smoothed with sand- 
paper. All nail holes and cracks 
should be daubed with paint or lin- 
seed oil, puttied, sanded smooth 
and dusted. 


On outside work some of the old 


paint is often found to be badly 
blistered, chipped or cracked. In 
this case, it is possible that all the 
old paint will eventually develop 
the same faults. Therefore, 
it 


should all be removed for applying 
new paint will not bind the old 
paint to the surface, and time, ex- 
pense and labor will be wasted.

It can be done with 
a blowtorch or one of the new 
electric paint-removing tools. Tha 
heat quickly softens the paint 
which -can then be removed witn 
a wide putty knife. There is no 
fire clanger with an electric tool, 
but caution should be taken with 
a blowtorch. 


A paint-remover may be used. 


This is a non-flammable, organic 
solvent type remover. 


Some authorities advise that re- 


moving paint from large surfaces 
be undertaken only by a profes- 
sional painter. 


Painting tiie Interior of a house 


calls for a similar prcpaiation of 
surfaces as is required on the out- 
side. If the surface is rough, it 
should be sandpapered and brush- 
ed clean of dust. 


Kitchens and bathrooms need « 


through washing with water and 
strong soap or detergent before 
painting. Due to steam and conden- 
sation on walls, ceiling and wood- 
work in these rooms, a greasy 
deposit accumulates and new paint 
will not adhere to it. 


Calcimine, whitewash and cold- 


water paint must be completely 
removed before painting with an 
orl-base paint. This can usually be 
done by liberal applications of dot 
water and vigorous brushing. If a 
non-oil-ba.se paint is to be applied, 
it is not necessary to remove the 
old finish. 


Before applying oil paint to plas- 


ter or concrete, the free

Remove Paint From Concrete 
When Installin Resilient Tile 


More American home-owners are 


laying their own resilient tile floors 
to save costs, and timely pointers 
are offered by flooring engineers 
on proper methods of installing 
these 
materials 
over 
concrete 


floors. 


Rubber tile or cork tile can be 


laid on any smooth, clean sub- 
floor with a minimum amount of 
preparation in closing up cracks 
and leveling depressions. 


On wood floors, nails driven here 


and there may correct 
springy 


places and eliminate the danger of 
tile cracking along the scams of 
the boards. Or with wide, uneven 
underfloor boards an underlay- 
ment board may be necessary. 


When applying the tile over con- 


crete which has never been paint- 
ed, no special treatment is neces- 
sary except to have the floor-clean 
and free from oil and grease, and 
all depressions filled. 


Painted Concrete Floors 


The same is true of a painted 


concrete floor that is not in con- 
tact with the earth. However, 
since some tile adhesive is an as- 
phalt emulsion suspended in wa- 
ter and does not become an ad- 
hesive until the water is out of it, 
a longer period must be allowed 
for drying after the adhesive is 
spread and before the tiles are 
laid. This is because neither the 
paint nor the tile will absorb wa- 
ter; hence the water must be al- 
lowed to evaporate. 


Where paint has been applied 


to a concrete floor which is on or 
below grade, the paint must be 
completely removed, say the engi- 
neers. The teason is that some 
alkali is always present in con- 
crete and when it is in direct con- 
tact with the ground, moisture in 
the earth works its way to the 
surface and carries alkali .with it. 


Alkali and Taint Mix 


The alkali then mixes with the 


oil in the paint and produces a 
soapy substance which eventually 
destroys the paint. The resulting 
soapy, paint-colored mixture bleeds 
up through the joints of the tile. 
Also, the tiles which were actually 
bonded to the paint, instead of to 
the concrete, will become loose 
when the paint film is destroyed. 


The easiest way to remove paint 


from concrete is with a sanding 
machine, using No. 4 or No. 5 open- 
coat sandpaper. After the paint has 
been removed, the floor should 
be rinsed with clear water, then 
washed with one part of muriatic 
acid in 9 parts of clean water. 


After another rinse, the floor 


should be allowed to dry for sev-

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Congress Debating Abolishing 


Regulation X 


Regular X—the government control on new home buy- 


ing—seems bound to be with us a while even though Regu- 
lation W—the control on installment buying—has been 
dropped. 


Both were intended to be anti-inflationary and, at the 


same time, save on materials which the government uses 
Both were imposed in the fall of 1950, after the Korean out- 
break. 


Following the start of shooting, there was a wave of buy- 


ing. Prices started up. 


Under W you had to make a one-third down payment on 


automobiles, with the rest paid off in 18 months. On nearly 
all appliances, furniture and floor covering, Regulation W 
required 15 per cent down, the rest in 18 months. 


This was wiped out Wednesday. The stores are bulging 


and now storekeepers are free to make whatever deals thej 
want with their customers on the size of down payments anc 
time-limits for paying the rest.

Installment buying has a gigantic place in the Ameri- 


can economy, for in 1950 about half of the 29 billion dollars 
which the public paid for durable goods was on the install 
ment plan. 


There has been opposition to the retention of Regulation 


X—for example, from the National Association of Real Es 
tate Boards (NARB)—but the federal reserve people who 
imposed it in October, 1950, still think it's necessary. 


One thing is certain: Regulation X, requiring an un- 


usually large down payment on a new home, has slowed up 
the sales* of new homes. The NARB complains the high 
down payment discriminates against low and middle-income 
groups who could make small down payments but not hi, 
ones.

At the federal reserve board this explanation was given 


for keeping regulation X: 


It is still an anti-inflationary measure to discourage 


large and long-term borrowing on mortgages; and there is 
the further problem of housing materials: 


It was said the outlook on these materials is still no:

tion X is kept in effect. It is considering the problem now 
while it ponders the question of renewing the Defense Pro- 
duction Act, which gives the government wide controls over 
prices and materials.

Steel Case and 9 Unique Men 
Supreme Court Is a Strange Group of Clashing Philosophies

WASHINGEON—(NBA) — The 


steel case is being considered by 
nine unique personalities. 
The 


Chief Justice and his eight associ- 
ates, now called on to render one 
of the most vital decisions in Su- 
preme Court history, are a strange 
gioup of, clashing philosophies and 
brilliant minds. 


Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson 


was appointed to his high post by 
President Truman. The two be- 
came close friends during their 
service together in Congress. Vm- 
son, a 62-year-old Kentucky Law- 
yer, was appointed to smooth the 
dissention existing among the just- 
ices. 


In that'', he has been only fairly 


successful His decisions have gen- 
erally been classed as conserva- 


tive 
Vinson, often mentioned as 


a presidential possibility, turned 
down Mr. Truman's offer of sup- 
port and removed himself from 
the race. 


Hugo L. Black, whose appoint- 


ment by President Roosevelt in 
1937 aroused a storm of protest 
because he was accused of Ku 
Klux Klan membership, has since 
become one of the most liberal 
men on the bench. He is a good 


tnena of laboi, and authoi of 
more dissenting opinions than any 
other justice. He has long been 
feuding with Justice Jackson. 


Stanley Reed was appointed by 


President Roosevelt in 1938, after 
a career as a New Deal office- 
holder. He has been called the bal- 
ance wheel between the libeials 
and conservatives on the court. 
Reed is one of two justices who 


gave 
character 
references 
for 


Alger Hiss during Hiss' trial, 


Felix Frankfurter, with a repu 


tation as a brilliant law professor 
at Harvard, was appointed by 
President Roosevelt in 1939. He 
too, has held New Deal jobs, anc 
he joined with Reed in testifying 
for Hiss. He has written many fam 
ous legal books. 


William O. Douglas is consider 


ed the most militant friend of la- 
bor on the court. Labor and other 
liberals have often mentioned him 
as a presidential possibility. In 
1944, 
labor favored him as vice- 


presidential nominee instead of 
Harry Truman, but the party reg> 
uiars turned him down as too left 
wing. He has recently travelled 
and written much about the Far 
East. 


Robert Jackson, then attorney- 


general, was named to the 
Su 


preme Court by President Roose- 
velt in 1940. He is best known for 
his carefully thought-out liberal 
decisions and ranks second among 
dissenters on the court. He pro* 
secuted G -rman war criminals and 
feuded openly with Black. 


Harld H. Burton is the only Re 


publican on the court. He is a 
former U.. S. Senator and mayor 
of Cleveland, and was a good 
frien' of President Truman when 
both served in the senate. He is 
a methodical legal scholar and has 
rendered mostly conservative 
cisions, although he is not consid- 
ered completely predictable. 


Tom Clark is. another ex-attorn- 


ey-general on the couit. He moved 
over just in time to escape the 
recent scandals in the Justice De- 
partment. His decisions, like those 
of Reed, are considered as bajnnce 
wheels between the two factions on 
the court. 


Sherman Minton, 
the 
newest 


justice, was appointed by Presi- 
dent Truman in 1949. He had been 
a senator and a special assistant 
to President Roosevelt and a judge 
on a lower couit. He has consist- 
ently sided with the liberal decis- 
ions of Black and Douglas.

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Adhesions Can Cause You 
Intestinal Troubles 


"Adhesions" often receive the 


blame /or all kinds of pains and 
other s'ymptoms for which no oth- 
er cause can be found. In doing 
this people usually have only a 
vague idea of what adhesions are 
and what they can do. 


Adhesions are made up ot tissue 


much like that of an ordinary scar 
on the skin. Under the microscope 
adhesions appear as slightly elas 
tic fibers. This is called fibrous 
tissue and the body tends to re1 
spond to any infection or injury 
by foiming it. This response is not 
related to the particular nature of 
the damage but is merely one of 
nature's attempts to heal injury. 


As an example of adhesion for 


mation, if a patient has acute ap 
pendicitis and the appendix has 
luptured, spilling the infection into 
the surrounding tissue, adhesions 
will often form. The same is true 
of many other internal infections. 


The adhesions, thus formed, may 


or may not produce complications 
later on. The fibrous tissue has a 
tendency to contract; thus if adhe 
sions have formed around a loop 
of the intestines, they may draw 
tighter and tighter, thus prevent 
ng the free flow of intestinal con- 
tents. This, in turn, can produce 
symptoms and may require an 
operation to cut these bands ol 
ibrous tissue and free the partly 
strangled intestine. 


What to do for adhesions de- 


lends on where the adhesions are 
ocated, what normal structures of 
he body they surround, and what 
his contraction is doing to the or- 
;ans involved.

ADHESIONS MAY REAPPEAR 


Some people tend to develop ad 


hesions much more easily than 
others. This raises a difficult prob 
lem because in such people new 
adhesions are likely to form even 
after the old ones have been cut or 
removed. However, surgical me 
thocls are so good now that the 
number of recurrences of adhe 
sions is greatly decreased. 


Anyone can see that pinning th 


blame on adhesions is likely to be 
difficult. Sometimes it can be done 
only at operation when the region 
under suspicion comes under the 
eyes of the surgeon.

The life expectancy of a home 


fjezer has not been definitely de- 
termined, but ten years is a com- 
mon estimate. The cost of repairs 
needed each year,' has been esti- 
jnated at two per cent of the or- 
%lnal cost of the freezer. 


These wear-and-tear costs re- 


main the same, regardless of the 
Jmount of food or the turnover of 
foods in the freezer. The same is 
true when renting a locker—your 
rental will be the same whether 
^mi store 200 pounds or 800 pounds 
each year. 


Various studies to determine a 


year's costs for home freezing in- 
clude depreciation costs and costs 
for packaging

not the cost of the foods frozen. 
The studies show that the higher 
the rate of turnover, the lower the 
cost per pound of frozen food. 


In other words, a freezer that is 


filled only once a year will not 
te so much satisfaction as a 
..~ezer that's kept nearly full the 
year around. To make your freez- 
er pay for itself, plan how much 
of the various meats, fruits and 
vegetables you'll need during the 
year and then budget the freezer 
space accordingly. 


Budgeting' your freezer space 


lets you have a greater variety of

Price Index 
Rises Again 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


government's wholesale price in- 
dex rose for the first time in six 
weeks during the week ended May 
6. 


An advance of one-tenth of 1 per 


cent was announced by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. This brought 
the index to 111.3 per cent of the 
1947-49 average—3.2 per cent be- 
low the January average and nine- 
tenths of 1 per cent below March. 


Prices for farm products were 


shoved higher by grains, hogs, 
eggs, soy beans, oranges, potatoes 
and coffee. There were declines 
for poultry, cattle, raw cotton and 
some fresh vegetables. 


In another report, the bureau 


said retail food prices rose three- 
tenths of 1 per cent during the last 
half of April. The prices had de- 
clined during the last half of Feb- 
ruary but rose all during March 
and April. 


The bureau's retail food price 


indsx stood at 230.6 per cent of the 
1935-39 average on April 28. This 
was 1.1 per cent above the late 


March figure and 13.5 per cent 
above June 15, 1950 (pre-Korea).
